Robinson Crusoe’s Island 


Island Inhabited by Alexander Seikirk 
to be Used as Health Resort 

Although Defoe himself described 
Crusoe's Island as being off the mouth 
of “Oroonoque,” and thousands of 
miles from Juan Fernandez, yet it 
seems to be taken for granted that the 
actual original of Crusoe was Alex 
ander Selkirk, who passed four lone 
ly years on this lonely spot of land 
in the Pacifie 

Juan Fernandez, which the Chilean 
Government now proposes to turn 
into a kind of health resort, is 420 
;miles west of Valparaiso, and 
though rocky is by no means barren 
It is 13 miles long and four broad, and 
its peaks rise up to 3,000 feet In 
height 

The vegetation is wonderful, de 
clares a récent visitor The native 
growth Is mostly tree ferns, but the 


quinces, pears, peache and grapes 


which Selkirk himself or other early 


settlers planted have run wild and 
cover the valleys 

There is plenty of life, too, for not 
only goats but also pigs and ponies 
run wild The sea swarms with fish, 
especially a species of cod, which ts 


an excellent food fish. There are also } 


quantities of seals. 

Some 60 years ago the Chilean au 
thorities formed a plan for colonizing 
the island, and gave free passage toa 
number of emigrants. But the scheme 
was a failure and today the island has
